RITES TOMORROW 


Long Lines Last Most of 
Night, Form Again in 
Morning — Schoo] 
Children of Diocese at 


Requiem Mass. 


St. Louisans from all walks of 
life paid reverent respect today to 
the memory of John Cardinal 
Glennon, thousands filing past the 
body of the prelate as it lay in 
gtate in St. Louis Cathedral. 

Long lines which formed at the 
Cathedral when the body was 
brought home from Ireland yester- 
day afternoon continued through 
most of the night, formed again 
this morning, and extended for 
three blocks this afternoon. Many 
persons wept as they passed before 
the open casket. Some touched 
the Cardinal’s red hat reposing 
on a table at the foot of the bier, 
and then turned into pews to pray. 

Before leaving the church, some 
visitors stopped at All Souls’ 
Chapel to view the cryptin which 
the body will be placed following 
the pontifical requiem high mass 
to be conducted at 10 o’clock to- 


morrow morning. 
Many of Other Faiths. 

Many of tnose paying their re- 
spects were not Catholics, as 
shown by the fact they did not 
genuflect toward the high altar 
behind the bier. 

A solemn requiem high mass for 
school children of the diocese was 
celebrated this morning by Msgr. 
Nicholas W. Brinkman, pastor of 
the Cathedral. The Rev. Charles 
H. Helmsing, assistant pastor, 
preached the sermon. The Office 
of the Dead will be chanted at 8 
o'clock tonight. 

The Cathedral was packed at the 
service this morning, and many 
were turned away. At that time 
persons waiting to see the Dody 
of the Cardinal formed a line 
three blocks long. Viewing of the 
body was halted during the 15- 
minute service, those in line keep- 
ing their places and waiting pa- 
tiently. Some had been standing 
in line for more than an hour. 

“Teacher, Friend of Youth.” 

The sermon this morning urged 
the school children to follow the 
saintly example set by the cardi- 
nal, who was eulogized as a 
“teacher, friend of youth and 
apostle of joy.” 

“Although sadness _ is in\ our 
hearts,” Father Helmsing e- 
clared, “we should rejoice Sank 
our beloved cardinal, whose g 
erosity was equaled only by his 
solicitude for children, has re- 
ceived the well-deserved reward: 
which must be his after years of 
service to the Master.” 

In the light of six tapers, a 
guard of honor provided by lay 
organizations maintained a vigil 
at the bier last night. The watch 
will be continued tonight. 

The Cardinal's body was attired 
in the vestments he would wear

TRUMAN PLEDGES 
AMERICA’S FULL 
AID 10 STARVING 


Tells UNRRA He Is 
Using Every Means 
That Nation Shall Not 
Lag in Sending Food. 


ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., March 
15 (AP)—President Truman, hail- 
ing the work of the United Na- 
tions Relief and Rehabilitation 
Administration as evidence that 
“co-operation for peaceful ends is 


possible,” pledged today that 
America’s full aid would be mus- 
tered to feed the starving millions 
of areas freed from war—but not 
from hunger. 

He declared in a message to 
he fourth international council of 

NRRA that “in this country, our 
efforts are now solidly behind an 
emergency food economy program 
intended to release as large us 
possible a proportion of our food 
supplies for export to the starving 
peoples of the world.” 

The President’s message said: 

“T™ , the Council of UNRRA: 

“In welcoming the members of 
the council of UNRRA to the 
United States I s° ould like first 
to express my heartfelt sympathy 
to all those members whose coun- 
tries are at the present time suf- 
fering from the acute food short- 
ages afflicting the world. 

“As to the great work which 
UNRRA has undertaken, I know 
of no more encouraging evidence 
that international co-operation for 
peace | encs is possible than the 
record of UNRRA’s achievements. 

“Despite many obstacles and 
frustrations it has given clear 
proof that where the will of the 
United Nations is clearly ex- 
pressed ,prompt and _e effective 
action can be taken. 

“The United* States played its 
part in the creation of UNRRA; 
it has given UNRRA its whole- 
hearted support, and it is my 
purpose to see that this support 
shall be constantly maintained, I 
realize that now above all things 
UNRRA’s needs must be met if 
the promises of the United Na- 
tions to the liberated countries 
are to be fulfilled. 

Instrument of UNO. 

“I am taking every practicable 
measure to ensure that the United 
States does not fall behind the 
other supplying nations of the 
world in providing the _ scarce 
foods needed so desperately by the 
liberated countries. I regard 
UNRRBA as the best instrument 
the United Nations could have to 
deal with this critical situation, 
and the emergency measures 
taken in this country will have 


SMALL CROWD HERE 
AT TAX OFFICE ON 
LAST DAY TO FILE 


Collector Pleased at Absence 
of Jam—Returns Due 
at Midnight. 


Deputy collectors of internal 
revenue in the income tax office 
at the Federal Building were sur- 
prised and pleased this morning 
when they found few persons 
waiting for help in making out 
their returns on 1945 income and 
estimates of income for this year. 
Deadline for filing returns and 
estimates is midnight tonight. 

Absence of the last-minute 
crowd was attributed by James 
P, Finnegan, collector of internal 
revenue for the Eastern District 
of Missouri, to the fact that most 
people filed returns early, know- 
ing they would have refunds com- 
ing to them. He estimated that of 
about 750,000 persons filing indi- 
vidual returns, about 450,009 will 
receive refunds averaging from 
$35 to $40. 

Persons applying at the income 
tax office in the basement of the 
Federal Building before 9 o'clock 
tonight will be given assistance 
in filling out -their returns, he 
said. The office will remain open 
until midnight, but after 9 o’clock 
the clerks will only receive re- 
turns. 

Finnegan warned that returns 
mailed -to the collector’s office 
must be postmarked before mid- 
night to avoid assessment of pen- 
alties, 


STALIN RESIGNATION

HANNEGAN DECIDES ON SIMPLE 
FARE FOR JACKSON DAY DINNER 


Instructs Committee to Eliminate 
Scarce Foods Because of 
Overseas Needs. * 
WASHINGTON, March 15 (UP) 
—Because of the critical need for 
food overseas, Democratic Na- 
tional Chairman Robert E. Hanne- 
gan said today the party had 
decided that this year’s fund- 
raising Jackson day dinners should 

be simple but adequate. 

Noting that past dinners have 
been “sumptuous and elaborate,” 
he instructed local committees to 
eliminate scarce foods this year. 

The suggested menu, he said 
would provide 700 calories, “or 
equivalent to from one-third to 
one-half of the food value allowed 
in one day to a person in war-torn 
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areas.” 


GROUP IN SENATE 
FAVORS INCENTIVE 
PRILE INGREASES 


OPA Causes Part of Pro- 
duction Lag, Demo- 
crats on Small Business 


Committee Say. 


WASHINGTON, March 15 (UP) 
—Democratic members of the Sen- 
ate Small Business Committee re- 


ported today that Office of Price 
Administration regulations were 
partly responsible for lagging pro- 
duction and recommended “judi- 
cious” price increases to spur out- 
put. 

The seven Democrats said three 
weeks of hearings on price control 
had convinced them that “there is 
much need for improvement.” 
They recommended more “incen- 
tive” price increases and the con- 
solidation of OPA and the Civilian 
Production Administration. 

“The most important immediate 
step for OPA is to assure that its 
price policies will not interfere 
with production or distribution of 
any basic raw materials, compo- 
nents, parts or finished products,” 
the report said. 

OPA Administrator Paul Porter, 
in a statement to the national 
conference of business paper ed- 
itors, said that OPA was ready 
to grant “necessary” price adjust- 
ments to encourage production of 
consumers’ goods. He emphasized 
that did not mean any break in 
OPA price policy. 

Other Reasony Listed. 

Committee Chairman Murray 
(Dem.), Montana, said other rea- 
sons for inadequate production in- 
cluded strikes, labor shortages, 
dislocations of industry as a result 
of reconversion, material short- 
ages and transportation difficul- 
ties, 

The Democrats urged President 
Truman to merge OPA and CPA 
to produce “a single policy-making 
and administrative agency held 
responsible for what occurs in the 
reconversion program.” 

Such a consolidation, they said, 
would integrate the price-produc- 


OPA Official Criticizes Students 
On Columbia (Mo.) Panel; Quits 


COLUMBIA, Mo., March 15 (AP) 
—Leo F. Van Coutren, manager 
of a ready-to-wear store here, re- 
signed as general chairman of the 
Boone county Office of Price Ad- 
ministration price control panel 
today, declaring he could no long- 
er accept responsibility for actions 
taken by the panel in his absence. 
He so notified W. H. Bryan, St. 
Louis district director of the OPA, 
‘by telegram. 

Van Coutren was appointed 
chairman of the board several 
months ago when it was reorgan- 
ized following mass resignations 
of its previous membership. He 
pointed out in his telegram to 
Bryan that of the original nine 
members named at that time, only 
two remain, and resignations of 


both impend. 


“Five of the vacancies were 


filled by students at the University 
of Missouri here, and were not 
appointed by me,” Van Coutren 
said. 

He said the panel was meeting 
in both afternoon and evening ses- 
sions, making it impossible for 
him to attend. The students “have 
no interest in Columbia except for 
an education,” he added. 


At meetings Wednesday the 
panel levied “administrators’ 
claims” totaling $1214 on Columbia 
merchants, including one for $600. 
Its proceedings are secret and it 
makes public neither the names 
of the merchants penalized nor the 
character of their violations,

Aldermen Act Unexpect- 
edly Under Suspension 
of Rules—Mayor’s Sig- 
nature Expected Next 


Week. 


The bill establishing daylight 
saving for St. Louis during the 
summer months was passed unex- 
pectedly téday by the Board of 
Aldermen under a suspension of 
rules and will become a law when 
it is signed by Mayor Aloys P. 
Kaufmann. The Mayor has stated 
he will sign the bill, which prob- 
ably will reach his desk early next 


week, 

The bill, when signed, will place 
the city on daylight saving time 
April 28. 

Also adopted, by a voice vote, 
was an amendment which sets the 
date for ending daylight saving 
time as the last Sunday in Sep- 
tember, a month prior to the date 


in the bill as introduced. 

The vote on final passage of the 
bill was 20 to 5, with three mem- 
bers not voting. 

The move to suspend the rules 
and bring the bill to final action 
today, instead of postponing ac- 
tion until next Friday as had 
been planned, precipitated an 
hour and a half of wrangling 
among the aldermén, When Al- 
derman Louis Lange, chairman 
of the Legislation Committee, 
asked for a suspension of rules in 
order that the committee on en- 
grossment and enrollment could 
report the bill back with the 
amendment during the _ session, 
protests were voiced by opponents 
of daylight saving. 

Several aldermen contended 
they had not fully made up their 
minds about the matter, while an- 
other said he could not see where 
an emergency existed, Lange ex- 
plained that the purpose of im- 
mediate action was to give outly- 
ing communities an opportunity to 
consider similar measures. He 
added that two aldermen, Charles 
Kratovil and Orville Armstrong, 
who are leaving on a tour with 
the Mayor’s committee investigat- 
ing rubbish disposal, wished an 
opportunity to vote today. Lange’s 
motion carried 20 to 7, with one 
member not voting. 

There were other efforts to 
block a vote, including motions 
for adjournment and a _ half-hour 
filibuster by Alderman J. Ray 
Weinbrenner, who professed to be 
puzzled by a clause in the Dill 
dealing with astronomical time. 
Weinbrenner asked Lange to en- 
lighten him on the location of 
Greenwich. He wanted to know 
also just where 90 degrees west 
is, and, he was not satisfied with 
Lange’s explanation that the tech- 
nical matters had been approved 
by an astronomer at Washington 
University. 

The three aldermen who did not 
vote when the bill was finally 
brought to a point of action were: 
Walter Boehne, Tenth Ward; Car] 
Guetschow, Twenty-third Ward, 
and Vernon Riehl, Seventeenth 
Ward. They explained to report- 
ers that they had not completed 
polls of their constituents on the 
daylight saving question. 

Letters and petitions bearing 
more than 6000 signatures favor- 
ing the measure and about 3000 
letters against had been received 
at the offices of the aldermen. 
Opponents of the proposal includ- 
ed neighborhood movie-goers, who 
signed petitions circulated by the 
Motion Picture Owners of St. 
Louis.

The combined reductions, ac- 
complished by redemption of ma- 
turing certificates with cash from 
the Treasury balance, indicated 
the national debt would approxi- 
mate $275,000,000,000 next month. 

This compares with the record 
high of $279,764,369,348.29—an aver- 
age of more than $1993 for each 
American — at the end of last 
month, 


REDS REPLY T0 U.S. ON LOAN; 
SILENT ON IRAN, MANCHURIA 


Note Concerning Economic and 
Commercial Relations Delivered 
to State Department. 
WASHINGTON, March 15 (AP) 
— A Russian communication was 
delivered to Secretary of State 
Byrnes today by Nikolai V. Novi- 
kov, Soviet charge d’ affaires. The 
department said it dealt with 
economic’ and commercial matters 
and had nothing to do with the 
American notes on Iran and Man- 

churia. 

Michael J. McDermott, depart- 
ment press officer, told reporters 
the Russian note had “a bearing” 
on a recent United States offer to 
discuss a Soviet request for a 
$1,000,000,000 loan, 

He said that the American com- 
munication mentioned not only 
the Russian loan request, but re- 
viewed in detail the entire eco- 
nomic and commercial relationship 
between the two countries. 

27 WHALES ON FLORIDA BEACH 
Wounded Black Fish Believed to 
Have Led Others Ashore. 
ST. PETERSBURG, Fla., March 
15 (AP) — Twenty-seven killer 
whales (black fish), weighing up 
to two tons each, came ashore 
yesterday south of St. Petersburg. 
Seafarers surmised one was 
wounded and came inshore to es- 
Cape attack from sharks, and-that 

the other 26 followed. 


Villagers were reported prepar- 
ing to pull the whales into deep 


water to prevent them from dying 
on shore. 


TEHRAN, March 15 (AP)—

he says trainloads of troops and 
ammunition are arriving nightly. 

“Ivan has shown to the world it 
is a peaceful nation, but if Russia 
commits an overt act, not only 
every soldier but every boy and 
girl in the streets will fight to de- 
fend their capital,” Ahmedi said 
yesterday in an interview immedi- 
ately following an audience with 
Mohammed Reza Pahlavi, Shah 
of Iran, 

The Shah, he said, plans to pre- 
sent the Iranian quesiion again to 
the United Nations Security Coun- 
cil, which meets in New York City 


March 25, 
War Minister Ahmedi said the 
Russian garrison at Karaj had 


been “increased fourfold” and 
that there were “three times as 
many Russians in Azerbaijan as 
a month ago.” He termed the 
reported concentration of troops 
and equipment a “definite threat 
to Tehran” and added that all 
necessary precautions were being 
taken to meet it. 


(United Press Correspondent 
Kenneth Norman, in a dispatch 
from Karaj in the Soviet occupa- 
tion zone,’ said he had found the 
town quiet and saw only one Rus- 
sian soldier on a trip to the area. 
He reported, however, that resi- 
dents living near the railroad sta-

Hitler Left Him Only 
‘Seconds’ of Treasures 
Confiscated F ro m 
Jews, He Asserts.

NUERNBERG, March 15 (AP) 
—An angry Herman Goering de- 
nied to the international military 
tribunal today that he was a loot- 
er of Europe’s art galleries, as- 
serting that he paid for all the 
art treasures he received and was 


“cheated” in many of the deals. 

Sadly, he testified that Adolf 
Hitler made him produce photo- 
graphic copies of all confiscated 
art objects whose Jewish owners 
had fled. Hitler took first choice 
for the museum he planned at 
Linz, he said, and left Goering 
only “seconds.” 

The former Reichsmarshal has 
freely admitted many prosecution 
statements concerning his part in 
Nazi Germany’s aggressions, but 
he showed indignation at French 
charges of his part in the rifling 
of Europe’s art treasures, and 
went into great detail to explain 
his actions. 

He contended he planned to 
make reparation for all art ob- 
jects by establishing a _ benefit 
fund for families of Frenchmen 
killed in the war, but admitted 
this had never been done. 

Referring to his dealings in the 
open market in France, Italy and 
other places, he said, “I was 
cheated. As soon as it was known 
I was interested 50 and. 100 per 
cent were added to the price.” 

(The United Press quoted Goer- 
ing as saying he ordered his air- 
men to spare the historic cathe- 
drals of France, even if there 
were concentrations of troops in 
the area, and of complaining: 
“Frenchmen will admit that this 
contrasted with the picture of 
things that happened later in Ger- 
many.) 

Long Legal Argument. 

A large part of the morning was 
taken up with a legal argument 
on international law concerning 
reprisals when Goering attempted 
to explain how the actions of par- 
tisans, guerrillas and underground 
fighters on German soldiers pro- 
voked avert acts in many cases.

SENATE APPROVAL 
OF OlL QUITCLAIN 
BELIEVED LIKELY 


Key Question Is Whether 
Truman Will Veto 
-Tideland Bill for 
Which Pauley Lobbied.

WASHINGTON, March 15—The 
Senate Judiciary Committee is ex- 
pected to act favorably within the 
next few weeks on quitclaim legis- 
lation that would forever renounce 
federal rights to the oil-laden 


coastal belt of the nation. 

This important measure, Joint 
Resolution 225, has been almost 
forgotten in the political hurri- 
cane over the ill-fated nomination 
of Oil Man Edwin W. Pauley as 
Navy Under Secretary, but it is 
part and parcel of Pauley’s big- 
time political career. While Pau- 
ley’s bid for the Navy secretary- 
ship has been defeated the quit- 
claim bill that he helped nfirture 
continues on its way to passage 
in the Senate. 

As matters stand now, favor- 
able action by the Senate is al- 
most a foregone conclusion. 
Backed by 44 of the 48 state at- 
torneys general, championed as a 
states rights issue with no odor 
of oil around it, lobbied for by 
Pauley with strenuous persever- 
ance, it is expected to arouse little 
opposition in Senate debate. It 
already has passed the House. 

Pauley Tried to Stop Suit. 

The gears that set in motion 
this show of power for the bill be- 
gan meshing years ago. Pauley, 
accordling to witnesses who testi- 
fied at the Senate Naval Affairs 
Committee hearings, talked to 
President Roosevelt, former Attor- 
ney General Francis Biddle, for- 
mer Interior Secretary Harold L. 
Ickes and other officials in an 
attempt to stop the filing of a 
government suit for judicial de- 
termination of tidelands owner- 
ship. 

When this failed, Pauley took to 
Biddle an initial version of the 
quitclaim legislation, which was 
not acceptable in form or in prin- 
ciple to the Department of Jus- 
tice. A new draft was introduced 
in Congress a year ago. Attorney

“My colleagues are going ta 
India with the intention of using 
their utmost endeavors to help 
them obtain freedom as speedily 
and fully as possibly,” Attlee said 
during debate on an India central] 
government bill. 


“Has Right to Independence.” 

“If India elects for independ- 
ence, in our view she has the 
right to do so. It will be for us 
to help make the transition as 
smooth and easy as possible.” 


Attlee referred repeatedly to the 
need for India working out its 
own problems and reaching a 
united decision on the matter of 
independence, He said he did not 
believe Indian leaders would fail 
to realize the need for settlement 
of minority problems, but “we 
cannot allow minorities to veto 
advances by the majority, nor dic~ 
tate how India should overcome 
these difficulties.” 

“I hope that the statesmanship 
of British India and Princely In- 
dia will be able to work out a so~- 
lution of the problem of brin ng 
together in one great unity these 
disparate states,” he said. 


Mission Given Free Hand. 


Attlee said the ministerial mig- 
sion to India would be given a 
free hand in discussions leading 
to “the development of India into 
a completely self-governing na- 
tion.” 

“India herself must choose ag 
to what will be her future consti- 
tution and position in the world,” 
he said. “I hope that the Indian 
people may elect to remain within 
the British commonwealth.” 


Remarking that the “tide of 
nationalism is running very fast 
in India, and indeed all over 
Asia,” Attlee added that “we 
must remember that India is af- 
fected by what happens elsewhere 
in Asia.” 

Whatever course India chooses, 
he said, “it must be by her own 
free will, The British common- 
wealth is not bound together by 
chains of external compulsion. It 
is a free association of free peo- 
ples.” 

“Nationalism Has Spread.” 


“The tide of nationalism which 
seemed at one time to be canal- 
ized among a comparatively small 
proportion of India—namely, the 
educated classes—has tended to 
spread wider and wider,” Attlee 
continued. 


“It spread to those wonderful 
soldiers who have done great 
service in the war, Whatever di- 
visions there may be, there is an 
underlying demand among all the 
Indian people.” 

The debate was touched off by 
Conservative R. A. Butler's ques 
tion regarding what instructions 
the mission to India would re 
ceive. 

Attlee said the Indian Govern- 
ment would inherit the problems 
of long-range economic and social 
difficulties, including minority and 
religious problems. 

“Clearly the government which 
takes over, so to speak, the assets 
of the government, should also 
take over the liabilities,” he said, 

Cites Concern Over Food. 

He emphasized that the British 
Government shared anxiety over 
India’s food supplies. Arthur Hen- 
derson, Under Secretary for India, 
told the House earlier that famine 
threatened India during the next 
few months, and the food situa- 
tion now was “disastrous.”

Secretary Byrnes, he said, had 
not tried to resign and would not 
be allowed to resign. 

“Spontaneous Combystion.” 

A reporter noted that there 
must be some reason for the 
President's unusual course  be- 
cause the Byrnes rumors could 
not have been started by “sponta- 
neous combustion.” 

The President retorted that they 
did start by spontaneous combus- 
tion; that somebody wanted to tell 
a big lie. He said the rumors 
were in the gossip columns which 
he read but never believed. 

One of the columns about Byrnes 
the President possibly was refer- 
ring to was that of Constantine 
Brown, who reported that Byrnes

C. Marshall. The report was 
promptly denied by the President 
and the State Department.

Continuing U.N.O. Session Urged. 

Later Senator Vandenberg 
(Rep.), Michigan, speaking in the 
Senate, 
meetings of the United Nations 
Security Council so the big pow- 
ers could deal hourly with any 
trouble afoot. 

“I think it is infinitely less prob- 
able that little frictions will grow 
into big ones if the members of 
the Security Council, particularly 
the five great powers, are facing 
each other eye to eye each morn- 
ing,” he said. 

Vandenberg, a delegate to the 
recent United Nations meeting in 
London, noted that the U.N.O. 
charter calls for such continuous 
meetings. He said he supposed 
the Council could scarcely be ex- 
pected to settle into such a regu- 
lar schedule so soon after its for- 
mation.

Chairman Elbert Thomas (Dem.), 
Utah, of the Senate Military Com- 
mittee, agreed with Vandenberg’s 
proposal for continuous sessions of 
the Council and added a protest 
against attacks on the war allies 
of the United States. 

“If there ever was any time 
when American citizens should be 
historically-minded and not hys- 
terically-minded, this is the time,” 
he told the Senate. He mentioned

Prospects for U.N.O. Action. 

The Senators’ comment came as 
officials here considered the possi- 
bility that the Iranian Government 
itself might be unable to reopen 
its case against Russia when the 
Security Council meets in New 
York March 25. The officials sug- 
gested Iran’s internal conditions 
might be such by that time that 
its representatives would be in no 
position to act freely. 

In that event, according to of- 
ficials who cannot be identified 
by name, the United States itself 
will move to place the case before 
the Council again. It was, shelved 
at London by a decision ‘to leave 
the situation to direct negotiations 
between the Soviet and Iranian 
governments. Those negotiations, 
however, have failed to bring with- 
drawal of the Red Army troops. 

Secretary Byrnes told a press 
conference this afternoon that 
State Department reports on 
Soviet troop movements in Iran 
had come from reliable sources 
and, in some cases, from Ameri- 
can representatives. He declined 
to confirm or deny reports that 
Ambassador Wallace Murray had 
told the Iranian Government the 
United States is supporting Iran 
in opposing Russian activities. 

(In London the Daily Telegraph 
printed a Tehran dispatch today 
saying that Murray “has seen the 
Shah several times and gave him 
the United States Government’s 
assurances that fPersia’s cause 
would be defended by them.”) 

Meanwhile, the House leader- 
ship, sensitive to the current drife 
of foreign affairs, sought quietly 
to stem the flood of members’ 
speeches attacking the Soviet 
Union and other wartime allies.

500,000,000 IN DANGER 
OF STARVING, SAYS HOOVER 


NEW YORK, March 15 (AP)— 
Famine in Europe and Asia, al- 
ready killing “many thousands,” 
may take a greater toll unless 
Americans eat less until the for- 
eign harvest next July, says Her- 
bert Hoover. ! 

“The amount of breadstuffs now 
visible to supply these people from 
the surplus countries is about 
450,000,000 bushels,” he said in a 
radio address last night, “But that 
is about 400,000,000 bushels short 
of enough to maintain their pres- 
ent meager rations until the next 
harvest. 

“Saving of human life 
moral and spiritual duty. 
Today we are faced with areas in 
20 nations where over 500,000,000 
people are in danger of starvation 
during the next 120 days.”

He had 
held the post for more than two 
years, and had been virtual com- 
mander in chief of the Eastern 
front. Hitler promoted him to 
colonel general rank on Jan. 30, 
1944, six months before his re 
placement as chief of staff by Col. 
Gen. Heinz Guderian, 

The British said a colonel on 
Model’s personal staff told them 
that Model shot himself near Duis- 
berg April 21, 1945, after the Ruhr 
pocket was surrounded and de- 
stroyed by American armies, be- 
cause of fear that he would be 
captured and turned over to the 
Russians as a war criminal. 

The colonel said that he buried 
Model, and he alone knows the 
location of the grave. He was be- 
ing questioned, and it was under~ 
stood that he would be asked to 
point out the grave. 

Model became commander in 
chief of German forces in France 
in September 1944, but was re 
placed a short time later by Field 
Marshal Gerd von Rundstedt. He 
commanded an army group under 
Rundstedt and directed the vain 
German attempt to hold the Ruhr 
against the encirclement of Gen. 
Omar Bradley's armies in the 
final weeks of the @var. 

Before being transferred to 
France, Model served on the Rus- 
sian front. He was among Ger- 
man officers accused by Russia 
in a report last April 9 of being 
responsible for deaths of 577,000 
persons in concentration camps in 
Latvia and the deportation of 
175,000 others as slave laborers.

Remnants of Machine 
Nucleus of Democratic 
Group Seeking to Cre- 
ate Militant Two-Party 
System.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., March 15— 
With the remnants of the old Pen- 
dergast machine as the spark 
plug, a new Democratic campaign 
organization has been formed 
here for the avowed purpose of 
ousting the coalition reform ad- 
ministration and creating a mili- 
tant two-party system in this 
city. The municipal election is 
March 26. 

The axiom that politics make 
strange bedfellows is exemplified 
here. 

Maurice M. Milligan, former 
United States District Attorney, 
who directed the tax investigation 
which resulted in a prison term 
for the late Thomas J. Pendergast 
and the collapse of his organiza- 
tion, is supporting the so-called 
machine ticket, headed by Robert 
K. Ryland, an attorney and vet- 
eran of both world wars who is 
running for mayor. 

Principal Backers. 

Principal backers include James 
M. Pendergast, who inherited con- 
trol of the organization on the 
death of his uncle, “Boss Tom,” 
last year, and James P. Aylward, 
former Democratic nationa] com- 
mitteeman. Aylward and Pender- 
gast split after the 1940 election 
debacle, when the machine was 
overthrown after 14 years of con- 
trol. They have buried the hatchet 
for this campaign. 

Milligan, who subscribes to a 
major plank of the anti-adminis- 
tration platform that the reform 
group has failed to render effi- 
cient municipal services and has 
extended special privileges, told 
the writer, in effect, that he was 
convinced an intrenched machine 
was harmful regardless of its 
origin. 

“I think that a city may be de- 
spoiled,” Milligan said, “even 
though both officials and recipi- 
ents may be cloaked in the robes 
of self-righteousness. City govern- 
ment owes a duty to the public 
not to hoard funds collected but 
to expend them for public serv- 
ices.” 

Milligan said he had no fear of 
a return to the corrupt era of the 
’30s but was concerned with the 
prospects under the leadership of 
the present non-partisan form of 
government. 

‘No Party Responsibility.’ 

“Under the so-called non-parti- 
san city government,” Milligan 
said, “no party responsibility ex- 
ists; there is no check or balance 
s0 essential to our democratic 
form of government. I think the 
only safe system is that of two- 
party government, I have reached 
the final opinion that now is time 
for a change. If we fail to get 
back to the two-party system, we 
are: heading in this city to a defi- 
nite invisible government in our 
affairs.” 

The machine, which has been 
forced to hand out promises in- 
stead of patronage so far as city 
jobs are concerned since the 1940 
defeat, has made appreciable prog- 
ress for the first time since then. 
It is generally conceded an outside 
chance to win the election. Even 
a partial victory, by capturing sev- 
era] seats on the city council, 
would be regarded as an organiza- 
tion gain. 

Ryland, who was state compli- 
ance director for the National 
Emergency Recovery Administra- 
tion, with offices in St. Louis, and 
who later served there as Missouri 
director for the National Emer- 
gency Council, is opposed for the 
mayoralty by William E. Kemp, 
former City Counselor, Kemp was 
a leader of the “youth movements” 
which unsuccessfully attacked the 
old Pendergast machine and he 
was at one time a member of the 
Kansas City Court of Appeals, by 
appointment of former Gov. Lloyd 
Stark. He was drafted to run 
when John B. Gage, now serving 
his third term as a reform mayor, 
decided not to run again. 

Gain In Primary Votes, 

In addition to a mayor there 
are eight councilmen and two mu- 
nicipal judges to be elected. The 
so-called machine ticket polled 
25,183 votes at the primary March 
5. It gained 8802 votes over the 
last primary in 1944, also uncon- 
tested. 

The Citizens’ ticket, represent- 
ing the so-called “reform group,” 
polled 6374 more votes for its 
mayoralty candidate but its total 
was 2874 fewer than polled in the 
1944 primary. Under the municipal 
election system here the two top 
candidates in the primary are

Summarizing the beneficial ef- 
fects of smoke control, Carter 
stressed the improved health of 
sufferers from respiratory ail- 
ments, Of 33 eye, ear and nose 
| specialists interrogated, 29 report- 
ed definite reductions in infections 


|of the upper respiratory passages, 
while only four specialists noted 
no improvement, Carter said. Pre- 
viously, prolonged exposure to 
'soot and smoke caused permanent 
damage to delicate membranes of 
the nose and lungs, Carter said. 
The reduction in irritation, re- 
sulting from smoke abatement, 
| has made treatment much easier, 
he added. 

Eye infections due to smoke 
have been almost eliminated, and 
considerable suffering has been 
alleviated, the report said. 

Business, large and small, has 
‘profited from the smoke _ or- 
dinance, through reduced cleaning 
and renewal costs, Carter stated. 
He quoted an estimate by the St.

Delinquency Rise 


Due to Home Life 


Not G.].s’*Return, Says FBI Man 


Gerald B. Norris Expresses Belief That Vet- 
erans Will Be Improved as Citizens—Much 
Crime in Younger Groups. 


Increased crime and juvenile de- 
linquency rates are due to failures 
in the functioning of the home, 
rather than to the release of men 
from the armed forces, Gerald B. 
Norris, agent in charge of the Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation of- 
fice in St. Louis, said last night. 
Norris spoke before the annual 
Founder’s day meeting of the St. 
Louis Alumni Association of Phi 
Delta Theta fraternity, at the 
University Club. 

“Fears have been expressed in 
some quarters that the release of 
large numbers of men, trained in 
the use of firearms and in killing, 
would cause a sharp increase in 
crime,” Norris said. “Neither the 
FBI nor the responsible police de- 
partments I have talked to believe 
this. We feel that the men who 
have served in the armed forces, 
returning to their families and 
home responsibilities, will be im- 
proved as citizens as a result. 

Traced Directly to Homes. 

“Increases in crime rates, as al- 
ways, can be traced directly to 
the failure of parents to train the 
children properly in. the homes. 


There are some of the former’ 


service men getting into trouble, 
of course, but they are basically 
the ones whe@ were good bets for 
criminal careers anyway. Military 
service, training with firearms 
and training to kill aren’t to 
blame.” 

In support of this thesis, Norris 
listed several recent cases in 


which men in the armed forces 
or who had been recently dis- 
charged were involved in crimes 
of viclence. All of them, he said, 
either had been offenders before 
induction or had had trouble with 
military authorities. 

Among girls under 18 years, on 
a nation-wide basis, he said, ar- 
rests for sex offenses increased 
352 per cent from 1940 to 1942; dis- 
orderly conduct, 259 per cent from 
1940 to 1945; drunkenness and 
driving while intoxicated, 130 per 
cent; larceny, 74 per cent and rob- 
bery 36 per cent 
period, 

Boys under 18, he said, showed 
increases of 92 per cent in arrests 
for rape; 71 per cent for assault; 
45 per cent for homicide and 
sharp increases for other types of 
crime. 

Too Young for Induction. 

“It must be borne in mind that 
these boys were too young to be 
inducted,” he continued. “The girls 
were too young to serve in the 
armed forces, Therefore, these in- 
creases can’t be blamed on mili- 
tary training. Causes in many 
cases vary with the individual 
community, but basically the fault 
is in the home and parents.” 

Norris praised the juvenile 
division of the St. Louis police de- 
partment for its work in helping 
reduce juvenile delinquency here, 
as one of the best in the United 
States.

The report—which said the 
industry could lift wages 15 
| per cent this year and 10 per 
/ cent more next year without 
| boosting prices and still make 
| profits second only to the rec- 
ord year of 1941—caused a con- 
troversy. 


Wallace’s formal statement,

No 
further identification of Wein 
was immediately available. 

The report was put out under 
the imprint, “Department of 
Commerce, Office of the Sec- 
retary.” Wein’s name was not 
mentioned then, or in a defense 
of the report made by Wallace 
in a letter a week later,

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STASSEN BACKS 
THVE FOR SENATE 
N FOREIGN ISSUE 


Ex-Governor Thus Leaves 
Way Clear for Himself 
to Enter G. O. P. Presi- 


dential Race. 


ST. PAUL, March 15 (UP) — 
Harold E. Stassen, announcing 
his support of Gov. Edward Thye 
of Minnesota as a candidate for 
the Senate, has left the way open 
for his own presidential candidacy 
should he decide to run. 

- Stassen announced his support 
of Thye in a radio address last 
night. He would not be a sena- 


torial candidate himself, he said, 
because he felt he could do more 
outside the Senate toward 
“strengthening the United WNa- 
tions Organization and preventing 
a third world war.” 

By supporting Thye instead of 
running himself Stassen would 
have more time to concentrate on 
the 1948 presidential campaign, al- 
though he has not openly avowed 
his candidacy. Stassen, former 
Minnesota governor who served 
on Adm. Halsey’s staff in the Pa- 
cific, is one of the leading Repub- 
lican presidential possibilities. 

In his address last night, Stas- 
sen said he would tour the other 
47 states to oppose elements which 
he said are confusing foreign pol- 
icy and weakening the nation’s 
economic system. He said he also 
would like to visit other countries 
to study their problems first 
hand. 

Stassen said he was “determined 
to do everything within my pow- 
er... to prevent a third world 
war.” He said the best hope for 
peace was to “develop § and 
strengthen the United Nations Or- 
ganization. .. .” 

Thye, he said, shared these 
views on foreign policy. For that 
reason, Stassen added, he was 
supporting Thye as a candidate to 


replace Senator Henrik Shipstead . 


(Rep.). 

Although he did not mention 
Shipstead by name, Stassen de- 
ecribed Thye as “not blindly re- 
actionary ... and not isolation- 
ist.” Shipstead was one of two 
Senators who voted against ratifi- 
cation of the United Nations 
charter. 

Only four other Senators have 
held their seats longer’ than 
Shipstead, who first was elected 
in 1922. A former Farmer-Labor- 
ite, he switched to the Republican 
party in 1940. Shipstead said in 
Washington that he would an- 
nounce his candidacy in a radio 
address Monday night. 

Referring to former Prime Min- 
ister Winston Churchill’s speech 
at Fulton, Mo., Stassen said: 

“The United States must not tie 
its foreign policy down to any 
other one nation, but develop a 
definite policy which is its own 
policy, plainly discussed with its 
own people and open and clear to 
the world.” 

Condemning the Administra- 
tion’s foreign policy, he _ said: 
“Our own government wrongfully 
acts outside of the United Nations 
Organization and sends protests 
to Spain and publishes blue books 
about Argentina without taking 
these questions up with the other 
members in the U.N.O. as it 
should.” 


Wallace Urges ‘Wisconsin Pro- 
gressives to Join Democrats. 

MILWAUKEE, March 15 (INS) 
~— Wisconsin Progressives received 
an appeal last night from Secre- 
tary of Commestce Wallace to join 
the Democratic party. 

The Progressives, who with- 
drew from the Republican fold in 
1934, will decide whether to con- 
tinue under their own banner, re- 
turn to the G.O.P. or join the 
Democratic party at a statewide 
conference in Portage Sunday. 
United States Senator Robert M. 
LaFollette, seeking re-election, is 
reported to be considering the 
possibility of leading the Pro- 
gressives back into the Repub- 
lican party and running as a Re- 
publican candidate next Novem- 
ber. 

J. Howard McMurray, former 
Democratic Congressman from 
Milwaukee, now a member of the 
University of Wisconsin faculty, 
made public a letter from Wallace, 
saying: 

“The Progressives of Wisconsin, 
with their great tradition of lib- 
eral action, should come home to 
the party of Roosevelt rather than 
return to the party of Hoover..Let 
us hope that they see their duty 
and do it March 17.” 


FDR JR. WARNS OF MARCH 
ON CAPITAL IN HOUSING CRISIS 


NEW YORK, March 15 (AP)— 
Franklin D. Roosevelt Jr. said yes- 
terday that unless the “house of 
unrepresentatives” did something 
about the housing problem “we are 
going to have a march of veter- 
ans on Washington and J will be 
in it.” 

“All we want to do is swap a 
foxhole for a decent American 
home,” he said at the opening of 
the fifteenth annual meeting of 
the National Public Housing Con- 
ference.

BRITISH WARSHIPS 
MAY JOIN MISSOURI 
ON TRIP TO TURKEY 


ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., March 
15 (AP) — Authoritative British 
quarters said last night powerful 


units of the British Mediterra- 
nean Fleet were ready to join the 


United States battleship Missouri 
on its coming cruise to Turkey to 
deliver home the body of the Turk- 
ish ambassador who died in the 
United States. 


The report, coming from sources 
who declined to be identified for 
publication, lent new emphasis to 
the apparent determination of 
Great Britain and America to 
stress their friendship for Turkey. 


The State Department already 


has announced that the Missouri, 
aboard which Japan’s surrender 
was signed, would steam into the 
Mediterranean with a single de- 
stroyer, the U.S.S. Power, as escort. 


However, the British sources said 
the Missouri and the Power would 
be joined by several units of the 
British Mediterranean Fleet, prob- 
ably including some aircraft car- 
riers. 

One source added that it would 


be unfitting for the British to 
permit the Missouri to proceed on 
its way without the honor of a 
similar British escort and that it 
was “highly probable” that one of 
Britain’s biggest battleships would 
be included in the fleet. 

The State Department has said 


there is no military significance 
in sending one of! the country’s 
biggest warships into the Mediter- 
ranean, The mission took on dip- 
lomatic significance, however, in 
the light of reports that Red Army 
troops were moving across Iran 
toward the Turkish border.

His bill would prohibit heads of 
Government departments or agen- 
cies from acting as officers of po- 
litical parties. 

Stewart issued a _ statement 
which made no mention of Han- 
negan but said his bill was aimed 
to correct “a questionable prac- 
tice for many years—at least one 
that has caused considerable 
criticism.” 

Democratic leaders in Tennessee 
long have been feuding with Han- 
negan. Ewward H. Crump of 
Memphis, long a power in Ten- 
nessee Democratic politics, called 
for Hannegan’s resignation in the 
Senate controversy over the nomi- 
nation of Edwin W. Pauley to be 
Under Secretary of the Navy, Han- 
negan has denied reports he would 
resign. 

One Southern Senator, asking 
not to be quoted by name, said 
he understood Stewart, Crump and 
Senator McKellar (Dem.), Tennes- 
see, had been angry at Hannegan 
ever since President Truman nomi- 
nated David Lilienthal last spring 
for another term as director of the 
Tennessee Valley Authority.

HEAD OF AFL DEMANDS END | 


TO TRUMAN'S 


‘CRAZY-QUILT 


POLICY ON WAGES, PRICES 


William Green Calls for Scrapping U. S. Con- 
trols After One Year—Says Neither Labor 
Nor Industry Knows Where It Stands or 
Where It Is Headed. 


By MAX HALL 


WASHINGTON, March 15 (AP). 


ITH the postwar wave of CIO strikes subsiding, the rival AFL 
has moved into the center of the labor picture with two de- 


r* velopments: 


1. William Green, AFL president, often conservative in his 
utterances, lashed out at Administration wage-price and labor 
policies, AFL anger has been rising for weeks—not directed at 
employers but at the Government and the CIO. 


2 John L. Lewis, AFL vice 


president and boss of the United 


Mine Workers, finds himself in more of a key position than 
ever in his wage negotiations now going on with soft coal mine 


operators. 


Reconversion Director John Snyder told a reporter 


that with the settlement of several major strikes, “the one hurdle 
remaining in reconversion is early, amicable settlement of labor 


contracts in the coal] industry.” 


Lewis joined the AFL less than 
two months ago in Miami. For 
several months he has been 
criticizing the Government’s 
wage-price policies. Green, too, 
has been critica] of them, but last 
night in a speech at Carbondale, 
Pa., he surpassed himself and al- 
most surpassed Lewis. Green de- 
manded an end of what he called 
Truman’s “crazy-quilt stabilization 
program.” He declared that “the 
Mig danger we face is the estab- 
lishment of a permanent economy 
fin our country regulated and regi- 
mented from beginning to end by 
the Federal Government.” 


“Dark and Confused.” 


Green described the economic 
situation as dark and confused. 
He said neither labor nor industry 
knows where it stands or where it 
is headed. 

Green called for a new wage- 
price policy to be drafted with 
labor, industry and agriculture as- 
sistance and said it should be in 
effect only for one year. After 
that, he said, all Government con- 
trols over wages and prices should 
be dropped. His remarks were 
made at the annual dinner of the 
Carbondale Central Labor Union. 

The AFL, in its publications, 
has contended that the CIO de- 
liberately forced the Government 
to intervene in labor-management 
relations and thus made collective 
bargaining difficult. 

Some Government officials are 
disturbed over the possibility of 
intensified conflict between the 
AFL and CIO. One anonymous 
high economic official said today 
that an AFL-CIO struggle is one 
of the remaining reconversion 
worries of the Government. 

The AFL has been pointing out 
that most of the big strikes—for 
example, in auto, steel, electric 
appliances and oil refining—were 
by CIO unions. 

Here is the way CIO and AFL 
officials are reacting to the cur- 
rent economic situation: The CIO 
appears to be happy. The AFL 
is unhappy and even bitter. 

Murray’s Viewpoint. 

Philip Murray, CIO president, 
gaid in a message to CIO mem- 
bers: “Historians of the labor 
movement will record CIO’s cam- 
paign fer substantial wage _ in- 
creases for its members as the 
most impressive activity of the 
American labor movement which 
has so far taken place.” 

Fhe AFL bitterness doesn’t 
mean that AFL unions have had 
no wage increases. Late in Feb- 
ruery the AFL said in an official 
publication, “To date we have won 
wage increases averaging from 10 
to 20 cents an hour and up for 
about 3,000,000 workers.” 

But the AFL is attacking what 
it calls Government intervention 
in free collective bargaining and 
Government’ regimentation of la- 
bor and industry. It says the 
CIO has forced this intervention 
by making “uncompromising de- 
mands” and going on strike. It 
declares that Truman allowed steel 
and other prices to rise—in order 
to mee? the CIO demands—thus 
increasing living costs and “rob- 
bing” AFL workers of part of the 
wage gains which they had won 
without any price increases, 


Not AZ Demands Won. 


Any CIO pleasure over the wage 
settlements doesn’t mean that all 
of the CIO’s demands were satis- 
fied. 

Immediately after the war end- 
ed last August, the CIO started 
its aggressive campaign for “sub- 
stantial” wage increases. It 
argued that a 30 per cent rise in 
hourly rates would be necessary 
to make up for lost overtime pay 
—assuming a worker stopped 
working 48 hours a week and went 
back to 40. It argued that a high 
level of purchasing power would 
be the greatest need in the months 
to come. 

This 30 per cent figure was 
adopted by the CIO Auto Workers’ 
Union in its blanket demand on 
the automobile industry. Other 
unions, such as the Steel Workers’ 
Union, chose to demand 25 cents 
an hour more for every worker, 
which figures out considerably 
less than 30 per cent on the aver- 
age. 

The rises finally decided on in 
the automobile and basic stee] in- 
dustries were 18% cents an hour 
or close to it. For the steel work- 
ers, this was about three fourths 
ef what they had demanded. For 
the auto workers, it was a little 
more than half. 


Question of Overtime. 


_Are the rises enough to make 
up for lost overtime pay? CIO 
sources say no, but they say the 
_ Yises come fairly close to it. One 
CIO economist explained that most 
industries were working some- 
what less than 48 hours a week 
during the war, and many now 
will be ing somewhat more 


to continue to earn some overtime 
pay, 

In his address last night Green 
asserted Truman listened to “in- 
competent advisers who concoct- 
ed a magic formula” for settling 
labor-management disputes. He 
declared that revision of the Gov- 
ernment’s wage-price policy last 
month was a “grave mistake” 
and added: 

“I propose, first, that the pres- 
ent crazy-quilt stabilization pro- 
gram be scrapped and that the 
President invite representatives 
of labor, industry and agriculture 
to confer with him on the drafting 
of an entirely new one which will 


be fair and just vo the entire na- 
tion. 


“Secondly, I recommend that 


this new policy be adopted 
the duration of not more ted wd 
year, with the unequivocal. com- 
mitment that at the expiration of 
that time all Government controls 
on wages and prices be dropped. 

Finally, I urge with al] the 
emphasis at my command that the 
Government eliminate itself from 
the sphere of labor-management 
relations except for offering a 
strengthened conciliation service 
to both parties, and allow labor 
and industry to work out their 
problems through the proper meth- 
ods of collective bargaining and 
voluntary arbitration.” 

Says Production Is Stalled. 


Green contended that neither 
lahor nor industry could Plan fu- 
ture activity under the Govern- 
ment’s present policy, that em- 
ployers are afraid to make com- 
mitments, and that production is 
“stalled.” 

“The new stabilization policy 
places labor in an inescapable 
straitjacket by requiring prior ap- 
proval from the Wage Stabiliza- 
tion Board of any wage increase 
which will be used by an employ- 
er as a basis for application for 
higher price ceilings,” he argued. 

Green said he is convinced Tru- 
man “approached the nation’s 
postwar problems in the right 
spirit and with every determina- 
tion to restore a normal economy 
as promptly as the necessary | 
changes could be safely effected.” 

“He told me so,” Green said. “I 
believed him and I still believe in 
his sincerity. But the tragic truth 
is that he received and listened to 
the wrong advice.” 

“It is universally recognized 
that President Truman has been 
under severe pressure,” Green 
said. “However, he could have in- 
sisted that all labor disputes be 
settled by collective bargaining 
and voluntary arbitration without 
Government intervention.” 


Snyder Confident. 


Reconversion Director Snyder 
said last night he was “confident 
that the country can settle down 
and look forward to production 
moving ahead at high speed.” He 
made his statement in reply to a 
question by the Associated Press 
about prospects for uninterrupted 
production. The same _ question 
was asked of Chester Bowles, the 
Economic Stabilization Director, 
and Secretary of Commerce Wal- 
lace. 

Snyder said: 

“If we maintain the stabiliza- 
tion program, I am of the opinion 
that the wage settlements that 
have been made during the last 
few months are sufficiently high 
to provide a continuing high level 
of purchasing power to support 
- period of prosperous full produc- 
tion, 

“T am confident that the coun- 
try can settle down and look for- 
ward to production moving ahead 
at a high speed. The one hurdle 
remaining in reconversion is early, 
amicable settlement of labor con- 
tracts in the coal industry.” 


Statement by Bowles. 


Bowles said: 

“As I have said many times in 
the past, I believe that our only 
hope of building a really healthy 
long-range full-production econ- 
omy in America lies in our ability 
to get more and more purchas- 
ing power into the hands of our 
people. 

“Over a long period of years we 
have built our prosperity on a 
process of steadily increasing pro- 
ductivity. As that procéss con- 
tinues in the years ahead, there 
is every reason why both manage- 
ment and labor should share the 
increasing reward. 

“However, in the critical months 
just ahead when supplies of con- 
sumer goods will still not be suf- 
ficient to satisfy the tremendous

Who Will Change? 


Those are the cold facts of a 
grim situation, which has reached 
the stage of crisis so dep soa. that 
the American man in the street 
must find it hard to realize a 
crisis is in progress. Among the 
American policy-makers, there is 
only one reason why ultimate war 
is not expected (and this is frank- 
ly admitted, with tragic sadness). 

Most informed observers believe 
Moscow can be induced, under ex- 
treme pressure, to abandon the 
vast and ominous imperialist ex- 
periment which has now been go- 
ing on for many months. It is 
assumed that this radical change 
in Russian policy can only be ac- 
complished by the most violent 
kind of crisis, which will convince 
the Russian leaders that the rest 
of the world means business. It 
is further assumed that the pres- 
ent crisis will put the theory to 
test. 

There is, however, a second pos- 
sibility which must also be con- 
sidered: Perhaps the nation to 
change its policy will be the 
United States, and not the Soviet 
Union. The American policy has, 
after all, only been stated in full 
by the Secretary of State—and 
Byrnes has long been sniped at 
from all sides. Since the Soviet 
leaders may well put much faith 
in the poison of our internal dis- 
sension, it is time to inquire what 
the reasons are for the attack on 
Byrnes, and whence it comes,

ERMANN GOERING’S frank, 
H unvarnishea and comprehen- 

sive accbunt of events that led 
up to World War II, on his sec- 
ond day on the witness stand at 
the war crimes trial here, will tin- 
doubtedly provide historians with 
a most valuable insight into the 
causes of the conflict. 

Goering’s brilliancy and his com- 
plete amorality hold the _ court- 
room in fascinated attention. His 
ability to spellbind, so often dem- 
onstrated in the years before the 
war, has survived months of im- 
prisonment. His sense of drama 
makes him address the tribunal 
with calm deliberateness and great 
dignity. 

There is nothing of the ham 
actor about the former Reichsmar- 
shal. If faith in National Social- 
igm survives, Goering will have 
contributed more to keeping it 
alive than the Hitler legend. 

Goering is convinced that he 
will be hanged. He regards this 
trial as a natural sequel to Ger- 
many’s losing the war. If Ger- 
laany had won, Goering concedes 
that the fate of Allied leaders 
would also be execution, but with- 
out benefit of trial. 

Yesterday Allied diplomats sat 
in rapt attention, filling in de- 
tails and events in which they had 
never been certain during the pre- 
war years in Berlin. The prose- 
cution found Goering making their 
task much easier in some respects; 
more difficult in others. 

It is now clear that Goering is 
not going to attempt to plead that 
he was a man of peace. He is 
not pleading at all. He was ready 
to go to war over Austria.

HE Soviet Union, developing one of the greatest rail, highway, 
airway and waterway systems in the world, is driving forward 
likewise in production of the vehicles to make it useful.

The first Soviet motor car rolled 
down its first dusty road only 
some 20 years ago, but by the be- 
ginning of the war with Germany 
the U.S.S.R. had three large, mod- 
ern plants in Moscow, Gorky and 
Yaroslavl.

Factories now are being built at 
Dnepropetrovsk in the Ukraine, 
Kautaisi in Georgia, Minsk in 
White Russia and Novosibirsk in 
Siberia, 


Gorky Plans 1000 Cars Daily. 


Existing plants are being en- 
larged, The Gorky intends to dou- 
ble its output to turn out 1000 
cars daily by 1950. Figures are 
not available on Moscow and Ya- 
roslav], but they will be corre- 
spondingly progressive, 

The machinery of these fac- 
tories is being modernized pro- 
gressively on an almost day-to-day 
basis with a view to going over 
completely or almost completely to 
automatic machine tools. Through 
this, 1946 output is expected to be 
twice that of 1945. 

Three types of trucks have been 
made in the Soviet Union, but six 
new models are now rolling over 
the roads of Russia, ranging from 
one to seven tons, with the most 
powerful engines yet seen in the 
U.S.S.R.

“unprecedented powers to a part-time 
commission and administrator, any of 
whom may be active or retired offi- 
cers of the armed forces, notwithstand- 
ing the provisions of statutes to the 
contrary. This would permit military 
‘intervention in the policy-making func- 
tions of the civil Government, at com- 
plete variance with the traditions of 
this country. 

The May bill also provides for arbi- 


trary surveillance and judgment of all. 


scientists working on atomic energy, 
for suspension of civil rights and pen- 
alties of unprecedented harshness. It 
treats science only as an essential part 
of a war program. 

Recalled by the Special Senate Com- 
mittee on Atomic Energy after hear- 
“§ngs had presumably been closed, Gen. 
“Groves testified for the May bill, with 
the suggestion that it be amended to 
require that at least two and not more 
than four of the nine commissioners be 
officers, and that the commission 
should be directed to submit policy 
matters to the Joint Chiefs of Staff be- 
fore action is taken. 

In view of the hysteria of the recent 
spy scares, there is grave danger that 
both the House and the Senate may 
pass legislation of this kind. It might 
be used as an opening wedge. If science 
must be geared to. war, why not our 
steel industry, electrical industry and 
all basic industries? 

This is serious. The only hope is an 
aroused public opinion. History tells 
us, from the time of Julius Caesar to 
Juan Peron, that when the military get 
too much power in a republic, the re-

America’s Aimlessness 


The critical situation between the Western de- 
mocracies and their Russian ally, and the obvious 
necessity of a conference bringing Stalin, Attlee 
and Truman together as soon as it can be ar- 
ranged, make it imperative for the United States 
to decide upon a foreign policy to which it will 
commit itself for all the foreseeable future. 

We have the basis of a foreign policy in the 

one-world principle which we adopted when we 
joined UNO, and which Secretary Byrnes reaf- 
firmed in his speech of Feb. 28, But a basis is 
not enough. A complete policy, covering every 
major issue in world affairs, is called for. It is 
the only way by which we can avoid becoming 
the tail either to Britain’s or Russia’s kite and 
by which we can exert the positive, directed, 
continuous influence in world affairs which it 
is our solemn duty to exert. 
_ “Nothing is so immediately urgent,” Walter 
Lippmann wrote yesterday, ‘‘as to make it cer- 
tain and manifest in the councils of the nations, 
in the UNO, and alongside of it, that the inde- 
pedent judgment and initiative of this country 
have not been lost or renounced.” To do s0 
we must have a foreign policy and follow it 
with determination. 

We do not have a foreign policy, because we 
have never felt that we were compelled to have 
one, and nations historically do not adopt for- 
eign policies—they are driven to them. They 
are driven because it is so necessary for them to 
hold to or gain an objective that they must make 
every decision, over a long period of years, count 
in its favor. As a yardstick for their decisions, 
they form a set of principles broad and numerous 
enough to cover every major world situation. 
That set of principles is a foreign policy. 

Britain has a- foreign policy because it is an 
empire, and to hold an empire together the im- 
perial power must know constantly where it is 
going and by what means it intends to arrive 
there. 

The Soviet Union has a foreign policy, be- 
cause it is land-locked, surrounded by other na- 
tions and, for the sake of its existence, as well 
as for the sake of becoming the kind of nation 
its natural and human resources entitle to it be, 
it must have secure access to the Pacific Ocean 
and the Mediterranean Sea. 

The United States has been very much pleased 
with what it has been and with what it has had, 
and has not been persuaded that it would have 
to make any special effort to hold on to either. 
The V-2 weapon and the atomic bomb shocked 
us into a realization that enemies will no longer 
be comfortably distant, but will be as close to 
us as they are to any nation of Europe or Asia. 
It was only a momentary realization, though, 
and we have relapsed into our accustomed feel- 
ing that there is no peril to our national life 
great enough to require us to make long-range 
plans and stick to them—in other words, to have 
a foreign policy. 

So we do not make our decisions in accordance 
with a set of principles adopted to conform to a 
long and steadfast purpose. Instead, we make 
our decisions according to one principle at one 
time and a contrary principle at another, and 
with ruling motives that veer and change as a 
weathervane: occasionally to save our skins, as in 
the past five years; sometimes to promote world 
action, as when we joined the UNO, and some- 
times in contravention of it, as when we propose 
bilateral arrangements about oil; and frequently 
for no’ better motive than to get out of a bad 
situation with a minimum of fuss and bother. 


The purposelessness of our nation is a na- 
tional danger. It is also an international dan- 
ger. If it is permitted to go on until its in- 
evitable consequences occur, everyone will see 
plainly enough that to drift without ambition or 
aim. was an incredible folly more dangerous 
than the atomic bomb. Yet the time of the real 
danger is now, when we vacillate idly and could 
still do something about it but do not. 

Is it not a cause for shame and humiliation to 
all the people of the United States that a nation 
“conceived in liberty, and dedicated to the 
proposition that all men are created equal” 
should be on the way to petering out as a world 
force because it has misplaced its sense of des- 
tiny? 


An Air Agreement Sequel 

The Civil Aeronautics Board’s negotiations 
with France are a necessary sequel to the recent 
aviation agreement with Britain. The Anglo- 
American pact will assure trans-ocean flights, 
but it cannot produce air communication with 
the interior of Europe.. Furthermore, if this 
bilateral agreement were left to stand alone for 
long, other nations might suspect a combine be- 
tween the world’s two major air powers. 

Some countries fear America’s intentions in 
world aviation. The French, for example, want 
guarantees that United States airlines won’t use 
their overwhelming strength in planes and 
trained crews to start’ rate wars and cutthroat 
competition. Presumably Russia and other air 
powers also want reassurances before they en- 
gage in air commerce with America. So this 
nation cannot rest its policy on strictly bilateral 
arrangements, in aviation or anything else. Bi- 
lateralism breeds suspicion, and would obstruct 
co-operation in this one world of flight.

A little girl, running to the window when the 
first plane came over in late afternoon, crted in 
delight, “Look, mother, how pretty it is!” An 
instant later, among the homes beneath the plane 
bright yellow flames sprang up. Then there were 
more planes, dropping incendiary bombs, turn- 
ing the quiet, gentle old town into a fury of 
fire and smoke. Children, women and old men, 
driven out of their senses by the suffocating 
fumes, fled into the streets, where the planes, 
flying low, machine-gunned them like animals. 
For three hours Guernica was in its death agony, 
and when the Spanish night fell it was destroyed. 

“At that time,” Hermann Goering, who was 
commander of the Luftwaffe, said in the prison- 
ers’ dock at Nuernberg yesterday, speaking of 
the Spanish civil war, “I had an opportunity to 
see if we had the proper equipment, and I saw 
to it that the personnel got some experience.” 
To Pablo Picasso, who painted a mural of Guer- 
nica as an artist’s protest, the destruction of the 
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Holy City of the Basques was an act of bar- 
barism. To Goering, it was a technical exercise, a 
coldly objective testing of equipment and crews. 

The Nazis and the Falangists who performed 
the atrocity of Guernica denied it. But yester- 
day the truth would out. The Franco revolt 
against the Government of Spain was simply a 
Nazi curtain-raiser, which Goering and his fel- 
low-criminals entered “to try out our young 
air force experimentally.” 

Does the record that is being written at 
Nuernberg still seem of academic interest to 
anyone? Let him read it in the yellow light 
of dying Guernica. 
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To Avoid a Deadlock on Rats 


Is the city government deadlocked on the 
issue of rat control? Mayor Kaufmann finally 
has advanced one plan, and the Board of Alder- 
men long ago produced another, and neither 
can put any plan into effect without the co- 
operation of the other. Only the rats have any- 
thing to gain from a deadlock. 

The Mayor’s proposals derive from his Health 
Commissioner. Dr. Bredeck wants to keep rat 
control in his division, and has marshaled sup- 
port from public health officials and fellow- 
physicians of the St. Louis Medical Society. The 
Board of Aldermen has proposed setting up a 
separate rat control agency, and the Aldermen 
have the support of rodent control authorities. 

This newspaper has criticized the Board of 
Aldermen at times, because the board has been 
dilatory with some major public issues. But 
that charge cannot be made on the issue of rat 
control. The man who led the fight for recog- 
nition of the rat menace is Alderman Vernon 
Riehl. For 10 months he campaigned for an 
adequate rat control program, and for nine 
months he campaigned alone, against resistance 
from city executives. 

This newspaper has praised Dr. Bredeck at 

times, for his record on milk sanitation and 
other matters. But his record on rats does not 
deserve praise. For most of his dozen years in 
office, he contended that there was no rat men- 
ace. The present weak extermination program 
was forced upon him, and he did not offer the 
Mayor a more adequate program until recently, 
when public feeling was aroused. The Health 
Division might be able to conduct a successful 
rat control program, but the record doesn’t 
show it. 
- It is natural for a bureaucrat like Dr. Bredeck 
to want to keep rat control within his political 
domain. It also is understandable why the Al- 
dermen distrust his record on rats, and why they 
want to pattern rat control after our smoke 
elimination drive, which was the work of an in- 
dependent city agency. Since the Aldermen 
began this fight for rat control, they are not 
likely to back down now. 

Aside from this issue, there are merits in both 
the Mayor’s and the Aldermen’s plans for rat 
control. There is room for compromise and 
definition on important points. But in no case 
should Mayor Kaufmann permit a bitter execu- 
tive-legislative conflict to exist on a personal 
issue, or to interfere with civic needs. 

Let not Dr. Bredeck be like the dog in the 
manger, preventing a city-wide war on rats. 


® Senator Tobey’s Achievement 

The country owes its gratitude to Senator 
Tobey of New Hampshire for his able, tireless 
and self-sacrificing labors to prevent confirma- 
tion of Edwin W. Pauley as Under Secretary of 
the Navy. 

It is, of course, always good politics for a 
Republican to oppose an egregious nomination 
by a Democratic President. But Senator Tobey 
was moved by much more than the demands of 
party, and went far beyond them. 

As a member of the Senate Naval Affairs Sub- 
committee looking into the nominee’s fitness, 
Mr. Tobey threw himself so unselfishly into the 
fight that, now his work is successfully com- 
pleted, he is obliged to go to a hospital to re- 
cuperate. 

He saw a necessary public service to be done, 
and he performed it well. 
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A Proposal on Governmental News 


The gap between the State Department, which 
wants to continue news broadcasting to countries 
that lack adequate news service, and the Asso- 
ciated Press and United Press, which are fearful 
of propaganda, might, it seems, be bridged by a 
fairly simple device. 

Since the short-wave service is necessary to 
provide a fair picture of the United States to 
countries which will have to get their news from 
some government, it must be provided either 
by the United States Government, or by private 
enterprise, or by a combination of the Govern- 
ment and private enterprise. | 

Since it is a money-losing proposition and 
therefore not attractive to private enterprise, the 
probability appears to be that the Government 
will have to continue to assume responsibility 
for the service. 

And since the Associated Press and United 
Press are fearful that propaganda might creep 
in, could not a simple system of insuring against 
propaganda be provided through surveillance by 
the newspaper profession? 

The American Society of Newspaper Editors 
embraces both newspapers and wire services. If 
a committee, or an agent, of the society were to 
oversee the State Department’s broadcasts, to 
assure that the impartiality of the wire services’ 
reports was preserved, what objection could there 
then be to the activity? To suppose that AP 
and UP news dispatches cauld be used as propa- 
ganda under any circumstances “makes no sense 
at all,” William L. Shirer writes in the Mirror 
of Public Opinion today. But any lingering 
doubt should be removed by A. S. N. E. inspec- 
tion. The surveillance would not be a censor- 
ship, but would be a broad-gauge appraisal of the 
State Department’s news programs, in which the 
society would be free either to make representa- 
tions. to the State Department or to report 
criticisms to the American people, or both. 

Would not such a system meet any legitimate 
objections to what has become an important 
function of government? We think it is well 
worth thinking over by the State Department 
and by the American Society of Newspape- Edi-

I have been pondering an ominous ob- 
servation made in Editor & Publisher the 
other day by Ralph E. McGill, the editor of 
the Atlanta Constitution. 


+ “In time of war,” he said, “the United 
States of America is a giant with a thun- 
dering voice, heard ’round the world. In 
the piping times of peace, the same giant 
can speak only in a whisper, if at all, and 
every voice is heard ’round the world save 
his.” 


For the voice of the great American 
giant to be reduced to a mere whisper is, 
it seems to me, a most lamentable and in- 
excusable thing. The voices of Russia, of 
Great Britain, even of France, as I learned 
in my recent European travels, are still 
strong and husky. 


Now our two great American news agen- 
cies, the Associated Press and the United 
Press, step forward to help reduce the 
feeble whisper of the mightiest nation on 
earth. They have decided to discontinue 
their news services to their own Govern- 
ment’s international short-wave broadcast- 
ing organization. 


The Charge of Propaganda 


They hold, as a statement by the AP 
board of directors put it, “that Govern- 
ment cannot engage in newscasting without 
creating the fear of propaganda which nec- 
essarily would reflect upon the objectivity 
of the news services from which such 
newscasts are prepared.” 


With all due respect to the AP directors, 
who have built up the finest news service 
in the world, I submit that such a state- 
ment makes no sense at all, and that five 
years hence they will blush at the mere 
thought they ever made it. 


How on earth can anyone reflect on the 
objectivity of the AP news service if, as the 
Government suggested, the AP itself takes 
the responsibility for the preparation of its 
spot news items which are broadcast 
abroad by the Government short-wave 
transmitters? How could there possibly be 
any terrible stigma of propaganda fas- 
tened on the AP if each item of its news 
broadcast by Government short-wave men- 
tioned the agency as its source — a pro- 
cedure suggested by Wilbur Forrest, as- 
sistant editor of the New York Herald Tri- 
bune? 

Where is the logio (not to mention the 
question of the American national inter- 
est) in a situation where the people abroad 
can henceforth get AP news if they listen 
to the Moscow or London radios but can- 
not get it if they listen to radio news from 
New York? It would be difficult to match 
such an absurdity. 


Reasons Not Made Public 


Is there some reason, not mentioned in 
public by the AP and UP, which has led 
them to deprive the American Govern- 
ment—but not foreign governments—of 
their incomparable news services? William 
Benton, the Assistant Secretary of State in 
charge of Government short-wave broad- 
casting, has publicly suggested that there 
is, 

Mr. Benton suggested that the action 
of the United Press and Associated Press 
in depriving American short-wave broad- 
casts of their news services was due “to 


the competitive jockeying for sales posi- 
tion between the two organizations.” And 
he charged specifically that the objection 
of Robert McLean, president of the As- 
sociated Press, to selling his service for 
Government foreign broadcasting “stems 
primarily from the competitive rivalries 
between the wire services themselves, both 
here and abroad.” 


This, it seems to me, is a most serious 
charge. For though the intense rivairy 
between our great American news services 
has undoubtedly been a fine thing, keep- 
ing them on their toes and stimulating 
them to make constant improvements in 
the whole field of news gathering, it would 
be a pity if their competition was carried 
out at the expense of the nation. 


Agencies Reject Responsibility 


The Assistant Secretary had asked the 
Associated Press and the United Press to 
take the responsibility themselves for pre- 
paring short-wave newscasts so there would 
be no suspicion of Government propagan- 
da inthem, He said: “The AP and UP now 
refuse to take responsibility, Their atti- 
tude is: ‘We won't do the job ourselves, 
and we won't let you do it on behalf of 
the people of the United States.’” 


Well, why don’t they—and the private 
American broadcasters—do the job of short- 
wave broadcasting to the outside world 
themselves and thus relieve the Govern- 
ment of the responsibility? On Jan. 17, Mr. 
Benton wrote the AP board of directors 
that he personally would be glad if they 
took over the entire operation. 


So far, I believe, neither the news agen- 
cies nor the private broadcasters have 
shown any undue enthusiasm for such an 
undertaking. The reason is obvious, There 
is no money in it. 


Maybe they can afford it now, but I 
doubt it. If they cannot, if the Govern- 
ment must continue to operate the short- 
wave stations that help tell the world the 
American story, then the least it can ex- 
pect, I submit, is that the news agencies 
co-operate in this very important national 


enterprise.

Life in Jap Prison Camp 
Described in Glib Manner

“The Rampant Refugee,”’ by Kitty Cartisle. 

Dutton Co., New York.) 

The author of this autobiographical ex- 
pose is introduced with that old English 
proverb, “A fool will laugh even when he 
is drowning,” which she illustrates abun- 
dantly. In her somewhat egocentric, be- 
mused account of her remarkable life, Mrs. 
Carlisle takes great pains to give the im- 
pression of “a lovely, never-aging elf, gig- 
gling, one foot behind the other, cham- 
pagne giass in hand, waiting for the or- 
chestra to begin again, looking forward to 
ham and eggs in the kitchen at 5 a.m.” 
Even life in a Japanese concentration 
camp could not erase this mental picture 
she had of herself. 

Kitty Carlisle, born in Canada, is a 
United States citizen and spent most of 
her life in China, where she met and mar 
ried her staid British husband, Sidney 
Carlisle. It is Sidney who emerges quietly 
as the hero of the book, possibly through 
the simple fact of being her husband.

When the Japanese invaded China, Kitty, 
who never read the newspapers, didn’t 
even look up. She had a small daughter, 
ample leisure and a pleasant life as the 
wife of a customs official, and she refused 
to get perturbed. Eventually she was con- 
vinced this was erroneous thinking, and in 
time the family landed in the concentra- 
tion camp at Lungwha. 

The revolting life of their internment 
and its hardships are described with in- 
genuous hilarity. In her foreword, Mrs. 
Carlisle assures the réader that, in spite 
of any impression to the contrary gained 
from her book, she has felt the tragedy 
of living in a prison camp. Instead of re- 
cording that aspect, she accents the com- 
edy of taking a shower while the water 
was turned on and off intermittently; the 
technique of living in barracks with the 
minimum of privacy; the subterfuges 
practiced to evade camp life for a day— 
comedy, with a note of hysteria underneath. 

When the wondrous day of liberation for 
Kitty and her daughter Ginka arrived, Sid- 
ney, because of his British citizenship, had 
to remain in camp while they were re- 
patriated on the Gripsholm. The author 
even managed to invest this situation with 
humor, to the astonishment of the Japa- 
nese. 

* * * 

In New York, Mrs. Carlisle discovered 
that her grasshopper talents were not 
exactly marketable. She tried jobs as a 
model, dance hostess and elevator girl, but 
New York remained unimpressed by her 
efforts. So she headed west, and her saga 
ends with her arrival at the St. Louis 
Airport. It wag characteristic: Ginka had 
the chickenpox. 

With its carefree philosophy on how to 
face life, the book could have been de 
lightful light reading. As it is, the only 
thing that rescues its let-'em-eat-cake flip- 
pancy from sheer bad taste is the knowl 
edge of and sympathy for her horrifying 
experiences and those of others like her,

Though Sir Stafford Cripps, 
president of the Board of Trade, 
was able to show that there has 
been a satisfactory recovery in 
the export trade, and though Prime 
Minister Clement Attlee was able 


to offer some real hopes that 
austerity may be relaxed as 1946 
draws to a close, the central theme 
on both sides of the House was at 
once the profound fatigue of the 
British people and the urgent need 
for them to work as hard as they 
worked in the Dunkerque period 
if we are to enter the next year 
with the prospect that our major 
economic problems will be solved. 


The problem is a complex one 
of multiform shape. There is no 
doubt that the need is for greater 
output per man-hour in some vital 
industries like coal and cotton. An 
extra 75,000,000 tons of coal hewn 


would make an si ye gee arm, 


ference to the life of this country. 
But the mines remain the most 
unattractive industry; the work it- 
self is dismal; its risks great. The 
owners have bred in the mine- 
workers a feeling of hostility and 
frustration. The food shortage, 
especially in fats, hits the miner 
hard when he needs all the energy 
nutrition can give him. And the 
impact of taxation on his extra 
earnings seems to the miners to 
eall for an effort quite dispropor- 
tionate to the result. 


The Business Attitude. 


Mining is, I think, the supreme 
filustration of what has gone 
wrong in the British industrial 
scene. Business men have been 
so long accustomed — of course 
there are notable exceptions—to 
think of the workers as no more 
than an adjunct of the actual ma- 
chinery in the mines or factories 
that it comes as a surprise when 
they do not automatically receive 
loyal devotion from those. whom 
they have exploited for so long. 


No one could read the speeches 
of Oliver Lyttelton without seeing 
how helplessly unable he is to 
understand the psychology of the 
workers. He really seemed to be- 
lieve that if only the controls were 
taken off and nationalization 
postponed, {it would be possible, 
granted the abolition of the excess 
profits tax, to get back speedily 
to the good old days. 


That we are living in a new 
world in which most of. Lyttel- 
ton’s assumptions are devoid of 
meaning never seemed to cross his 
mind. He evidently thought of 
business men as a group of vigor- 
ous Elizabethan adventurers 
yearning to set out on an adven- 
turous voyage to an ynknown 


land. The facts, I fear, are al) 
against him. 

It is just that experimental tem- 
per which our business men, 
taken as a class, require. They 
have done far too little in the 
way of technical adaptations. 
They have never put enough of 
their profits back into their indus- 
tries. They have rarely thought 
of the psychology of their work- 
ers. They have lacked interest in 
the wants of their customers 
which is so often characteristic of 
men who feel sure of their su- 
premacy. 


How Workers Feel. 


They ought to ask themselves 
what makes members like Lee of 
Manchester speak of employers as 
a class whose main concern about 
the introduction of machinery is 
the chance it gives them to reduce 
the status of the workers and to 

ay them lower wages. Lee rightly 
insisted that a great incentive 
produces a great response, That 
was the spirit of the historic Dun- 
kirk effort. 

But there is not going to be 
that response if its main result is, 
as now, a large-scale determina- 
tion on the part of company di- 
rectors to put up dividends instead 
of ‘thinking how the capital this 
eats away can be used to improve. 
the equipment of the plant and 
endow researches. 

And T should like to hear an 
argument between Lyttelton and 
the trade union official, Edward 
Porter, who, in his maiden speech, 
said forthrightly he “has yet to 
find a group of employers who 
are sincere in the welfare of the 
working people.” He told with 
greater emphasis how in the 
growth of industrial amalgamation 
there is always compensation for 
displaced directors but never for 
displaced workers. 

The Tory speeches in these de- 
bates are notable as an index of 
the Tory mind. First, they display 
a barely concealed dislike of trade 
unions in themselves which re- 
vealed what was really behind the 
fair and kindly words they were 
offered during the war. Second, 
they suggest that if there are 
really to be unions, they ought 
only to act in the “right” way 
which doesn’t embarrass employ- 
ers or scabs. 

On nothing does the Tory party 
speak so clearly for the business 
man of this country as in their 
desire to keep the trade unions 
in a position where they can be 
regarded as “safe.” It is a vain 
hope and the sooner Mr. Lyttleton 
and his colleagues recognize that, 
the sooner we can get on with 


the real task of reconstruction.

This compares with a total of 
approximate 125 Wnited States 
citizens in the U.S.S.R. today. In- 
cluded among the 125 are a few 
newspaper men in Moscow and 
15 to 20 American engineers on 
contract to the Russian Govern- 
ment, 

During the war, the number of 
Soviet citizens in this country was 
considerably larger. The Russians 
had extensive missions here in 
connection with lend-lease. 

Given the _ differing circum- 
stances, perhaps too much stress 
can be put on the disparity—1500 
as against 125. The scarcity of 
food and shelter in Russia, par- 
ticularly during the war, was such 
that we here can have no con- 
ception of it. 

But when that has been said, 
the fact remains that now in 
peace we should begin to expect 
reciprocal rights and privileges. 
A one-way street may have been 
necessary in wartime, but it will 
not work now. 

State Department records show 
that the Russians have consulates 
in New York, San Francisco and 
Los Angeles. In New York, they 
have four “officers” and 42 “non- 
officers” who are clerks, stenogra- 
phers and so on. San Francisco 
has two officers and 19 non- 
officers, Los Angeles one officer 
and three non-officers. 


Live in Seclusion. 


The Soviet Purchasing Commis- 
sion has a personnel of 708 and 
Amtorg, the Soviet commercial 
agency, 76. The total for the 
Soviet Embassy in Washington, 
including families and military 
personnel, is 158. 

For the most part, these Rus- 
sians in America live a complete- 
ly seclusive life. Their contacts 
with Americans are limited, with 
rare exceptions, to formal office 
relationships. 

To house Soviet citizens in the 
New York area, the Russian Gov- 
ernment has purchased one of the 
most beautiful and secluded 
estates on Long Island. That, by 
a fine historical irony, is the 
estate at Glen Cove of the late 
J. P. Morgan, who typified the 
power of American capitalism. 

In Washington, members of the 
purchasing commission occupy an 
equally luxurious estate of 24 
acres which includes formal gar-

In Moscow, the Army and Navy

Our representatives in Russia 
are rarely, if ever, permitted to 
travel outside Moscow, Even our 
top military attaches were sel- 
dom, if ever, allowed to visit bat- 
tlefronts or military installations 
when we were allies during the 
war. American officers sat in 
Moscow, fretting and impatient, 
as time after time their requests 
to visit the Russian front were 
turrled down. 

Soviet representatives in this 
country have, of course, the same 
freedom of travel that any Ameri- 
can citizen has,. They can get on 
a train or plane and go anywhere. 
That applies to representatives in 
the United States of the Soviet 
News Agency, Tass, who move 
about freely while American news- 
paper men in Russia are rigidly 
supervised. 

It is a little foolish and futile to 
get angry about this. The fact is 
that the time has come, allowing 
for differences in facilities, to de- 
mand reciprocal rights. 

That attitude is perfectly 
standable. It implies no h 
whatsoever, 

The Russians themselves jeal- 
ously guard their own rights. 
They insist at every international 
conference on having exactly the 
same number of representatives 
as every other power. What must 
puzzle them is our failure to in- 
sist on reciprocal rights and priv- 
ileges.

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TOBIAS AND ANGEL 
NOW AT PLAYROUSE 


Gordon Sommers Directs 
Fine Cast in Poetic Play 
Based on Biblical Story.

The St. Louis Community Play- 
house, a David for size, went into 
the theatrical lists last night with 


“Tobias and the Angel,” a play 
that’s a Goliath in the problems 
it presents. Under the ablest 


‘kind of backseat coaching by Di- 


rector Gordon Sommers, helped by 
a highly competent technical staff 
and a skilled and enthused cast 
of actors, the Playhouse came off 
the winner by a decisive margin. 
The stage, hardly larger than the 
proverbial postage stamp, seemed 
three timeg its real size because 
of the use of elevations, planes 
and levels in the set, designed by 
Ted Kehoe. Lights, by David Heil- 
weil, gave this physically-enhanced 
stage the further illusion of size 
and variety. Only in one brief 
scene, when too many girls crowd- 
ed the set in a slave dance called 
for in the story, did the illusion 
break down and you saw that the 
stage is no bigger than it ac- 
tually is. 

The story, like the stage, is on 
more than one level. On its more 
obvious level, it is a straight bit 
of narration based on an incident 
in the Bible that tells how Tobit, 
a blind and impoverished Hebrew 
patriarch, sent his only son, To- 
bias, on a dangerous mission of 
many days to far-off Persia to 
secure help from an old friend, 
and how God, seeing that Tobit 
has been His good and faithful 
servant all these years, sends one 
o< his archangels, in the guise of 
a sevant, with Tobias to protect 
him, On this level, “Tobias” is a 
delightful story of adventure, told 
with British whimsy by the au- 
thor, James Bridie, a Scottish cler- 
gyman. Tobias in succession meets 
a man-eating fish, a Kurdish ban- 
dit und a beautiful girl, and, in 
order, deals with each as the oc- 
casion and his honor, backed by 
the archangel’s advices, warrants.

NEED REST OF WORLD, 
z, MRS. ROOSEVELT SAYS 


English-Speaking Must Not 
Think They Can Isolate 
Selves, She Asserts. 


WASHINGTON, March 15 (AP) 
—Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt said last 
night that English-speaking peo- 
ples must not think they can get 
along without the rest of the 
world, 

Though she paid tribute to 


Winston Churchill's war leader- 
ship, Mrs. Roosevelt said: 

“We should not have our vision 
clouded by thinking English- 
speaking peoples—in spite of their 
strength—can get along without 
the far greater number of peo- 
oe who are not English-speak- 
ng.” 

She addressed a dinner of the 
women’s joint congressional com- 
mittee in honor of her service as 
the only woman delegate from 
this country to the United Nations 
Assembly. She was. introduced by 
a fellow delegate, Senator Connal- 
ly (Dem.), Texas. Commerce Sec- 
retary Henry Wallace paid her 
tribute as the “first lady of the 
world.” 

Also attending the banquet were 
Agriculture Secretary Clinton An- 
derson, Attorney General Tom 
Clark, Dr. Lise Meitner, atom 
scientist; Miss Frances Perkins, 
former Secretary of Labor; Mrs. 
Woodrow Wilson, widow of the 
former President, and representa-: 
tives of national women’s organi- 
zations, 

Mrs. Roosevelt sdid she believed 
the United States was spared 
first-hand war horrors “for a 
purpose.” 

“If we cannot rise to the chal- 


‘lenge of leadership to peace,” she 


said, “then perhaps we shall not 
be spared again.”

HERE are two new pictures in town this week, both from 
To: studios of Twentieth Century-Fox.

The lieutenant arrives hours later, to find her men- 
tally blank, staring into nothingness. He calls a top mental 
specialist. The specialist, of course, turns out to be Price. 
Price understands what has happened. 


Here’s where the bad dream comes in. The doctor is pic- 
tured as an honorable man who was driven to kill his wife 
by an overwhelming love for his helper, Lynn Bari. Now he 
has to do something to keep Annabel from talking. He must, 
as Miss Bari points out, keep her mind blank. But she keeps 
recovering, in spite of drugs he administers to her. So? He 
must kill her too. At the last moment, he decides to end his 
bad dream by killing Miss Bari and giving himself up, 


Miss Shaw, comparatively new to films, does a fine job as 
the distracted girl.

Menus for 


Tomorrow B.«= 


By Meta Given 


T IS JUST as logical to make a 
[-aisa with sweet potatoes as it is 

with white or Irish ones. And 
anytime that we can put sweet 
potatoes into the meal instead of 
the white, we are making a very 
fine deal from a nutritional stand- 
point, because sweet potatoes on 
all counts add up to even a more 
valuable food. The sugar in sweet 
potatoes gives the menu-maker 
the impression that they cannot 
be served with the same regu- 
larity as the white. But that per- 
haps is due entirely to the fact 
that we have not given them the 
same good opportunities to please 
the palate. Making them into a 
salad after the following recipe 
will turn out a dish that will be 
a happy surprise to most folks. 


The addition of acid and the 
other crunchy ingredients that 
are suggested in the recipe turns 
sweet potatoes to playing a new 
and a very successful role. Try 
the hot salad for either luncheon 
or dinner when the meat is 
either pork or chicken. If it is 
for luncheon, then the meat can 
be served in the form of a sand- 
wich, If for dinner, then broiled 
meat of some kind or panfried 
chicken will be a perfect accom- 
paniment. For either meal, the 
palate will call for a light fruity 
dessert, A broiled grapefruit, or 
some tart sauce such as apricot, 
or even a whip such as apricot 
or prune will serve as just the 
right climax when a hearty salad 
such as this is the star performer 
in the meal, 

Hot Sweet Potato Salad. 

Two and one-half pounds sweet 
potatoes, four slices bacon (three 
and one-half ounces), one-fourth 
cup chopped onion, one tablespoon 
flour, one-half cup water, one-half 
cup orange juice, one-fourth cup 
lemon juice, two teaspoons sugar, 
one-half teaspoon salt, one-fourth 
teaspoon grated orange rind, one 


cup diced cucumber. 


Boil potatoes unpeeled until just 
tender, then peel and cut into 
slices. Cut bacon into half-inch 
lengths with kitchen shears, and 
saute with onion until bacon is 
delicately browned. Blend in the 
flour thoroughly, Add the water 
and fruit juices gradually, then 
add the sugar and salt. Heat to 
boiling stirring constantly and 
cook for two minutes unti] smooth 
and thickened. Add the orange 
rind, cucumber and potatoes. Stir 
gently to coat with sauce. Heat 
thoroughly and serve at once while 
still warm directly from skillet. 
Four servings. 

Menus for Saturday. 

Breakfast: Grapefruit sections 
in prune juice, fried eggs, caramel 
pecan rolls, 

Luncheon: Pork luncheon meat 
sandwiches with lettuce and may- 
onnaise, hot sweet potato salad, 
chocolate covered doughnuts. 

Dinner: Sauteed chicken livers 
and mushrooms on toast points, 
creamed peas, carrots lyonnaise, 
spinach and beet salad, frozen 
peaches, cookies (from bakery). 


Carrots Lyonnaise, 


Wash, scrape and slice one and 
one-half bunches carrots (about 
12 medium-sized). Barely cover 
with boiling water and add the 
one and one-fou teaspoons salt. 
Cover and cook 10 to 12 minutes, 
until carrots are tender but not 
mushy; water should be almost 
completely evaporated. Mean- 
while, saute one-half cup sliced 
onions in two tablespoons: butter 
or margarine for 10 minutes, until 
soft but not browned. Combine 
with the carrots, add one teaspoon 
brown sugar and one tablespoon 
chopped parsley, and toss lightly. 
Serve piping hot. Four servings. 


Date Bread 


Three-fourths cup cold water, 
half @éup brown sugar, half cup 
molasses, three-fourths cup milk, 
ohe cup bread flour, one and one- 
third teaspoons salt, 2 and a half 
teaspoons baking powder, three- 
fourths teaspoon soda, two cups 
entire wheat flour, three-fourths 
cup chopped dates. 

Pour cold water over brown 
sugar and stir until dissolved, Add 
molasses and milk. Sift together 
bread flour, salt, baking powder 
and soda, Then add wheat flour. 
Combine mixtures and .add 
chopped dates. Bake in greased 
loaf pan one and pne-fourth hours 
at 350 degrees.

various governments conscious of 
the need for~-UNRRA, and when 
we think of the trips he has taken 
under wartime conditions, one can- 
not be surprised that his health 
has suffered. These trips were 
necessarily arduous. 

All men working in any official 
capacity through these past few 
years have been under a very 
great strain, and a man like Mr. 
Lehman, who is sensitive to hu- 
man suffering and who has been 
30 very close to jt because of his 
post, must have endured a great 
deal. I have come to think that, 
for those who realize the weight 
of human suffering in the various 
parts of the world today, the men- 
tal and spiritual anguish is far 
greater than the physical strain. 

We can only hope that, in retir- 
ing, Mr. Lehman will have the 
satisfaction of realizing that he 
has helped to alleviate the sorrows 
of the world as a whole, and that 
no man could have given himself 
to a worthier cause, 

It looks now as though, with all 
the co-operation possible through- 
out the world, it will be difficult 
to avoid mass starvation in many 
areas. The famine emergency com- 
mittee which the President has 
formed has an extremely difficult 
task before it. 

I am really sorry that its chair- 
man, Mr. Herbert Hoover, with 
the vast experience which he ac- 
quired from his work after the 
first world war, is going abroad. 
I feel that he can do less good by 
taking a trip over there than he 
could by staying here. 

He is a good business organizer, 
and I believe he would have more 
influence in promoting the things 
which must be done in this coun- 
try and the co-operation which 
must be obtained from our Central 
and South American neighbors, In 
all probability, to increase their 
production of the needed food- 
stuffs will require a very careful 
surveying of their capacities and 
perhaps the allocation of farm 
machinery and the enlisting of 
personne! in this country to in- 
itiate new types of production in 
our sister countries in this hemi- 
sphere, For all of this Mr. Hoo- 
ver's help would be invaluable. 

It seems to me that the reports 
coming from Europe and the pic- 
ture of the Asiatic situation which 
can be obtained from people al- 
ready on the spot are sufficient.

LARGE AIR FLEET 
URGED FOR MAIL

SERVICE, DEFENSE 


WASHINGTON, March 15 (UP) 
-~—-Vast expansion of the nation’s 
commercial air fleet, with the 
purposes of improving air mail 
service’ and aiding the national 
defense was recommended. to 
Postmaster General Robert E. 
Hannegan today, 

All long-haul, first-class mail 
could be transported by air at a 
three-cent rate without loss, Sec- 
ond Assistant Postmaster General 
Gael Sullivan reported to Hanne- 
gan. Sullivan said foreign air mail 
rates should be sharply reduced 
and an air parcel post system 
set up. 

The report made it clear that 
the time for carrying all long-haul 
mail by air had not yet arrived. 
The recommendationg included: 

1, Introduction in Congress of a 
bill to establish a _ five-cent-an- 
ounce air mail postage rate to re- 
main in effect until conditions per- 
mit another reduction, 

2. Introduction of a bill estab- 
lishing air parcel post rates with 
a minimum rate of 45 cents. 

3. Sponsorship of a bill to au- 
thorize the postmaster genera! to 
lease quarters at airports for mail 
distribution, 

4. Reduction of foreign air mail 
rates. 

5. The appointment of an assist-

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Internal Fights Among Nazis 


Frau Goering Tells of Husband's Activities Just Before Fall of Berlin

NUERNBERG, March 14. 


DOLF HITLER was described 
A here today by Frau Emmy 

Goering, wife of Hermann 
Goering, as a.mad genius whose 
mind was disintegrating even be- 
fore the Allies invaded France. 

In an interview relating to the 
Nazi collapse, Frau Goering said 
that Hitler’s failing mind made 
him the easy tool of Party Leader 
Martin Bormann, whom she de- 
scribed as “the Rasputin of the 
third reich.” 

Frau Goering gave a detailed 
account of her husband’s part in 
the final days before the fall of 
Berlin. Her voice quivered with 
emotion and she clenched her 
hands as she declared that one of 
Hitler’s last acts was to order the 
execution of his own God-daugh- 
ter, Goering’s T7-year-old child, 
Edda, 

She said that. Hitler, who she is 
convinced committed suicide hy 
himself despite contrary reports, 
accepted the inevitability of an 
Allied victory. Frau Goering said 
that the fuehrer wanted to pass 
the responsibility for negotiation 
with the Allies onto Goering hut 
was deterred until too late by 
Bormann. 

The wife of the chief Nazi de- 
fendant at the war crimes trial 
said that the inside story of the 
drama of the Berlin bomb cellar 
where Hitler is reported to have 
met his end was related to her by 
Luftwaffe General Koehler on 
April 23, 1945, in the Berchtes- 
gaden house of the Goerings. 

Gen. Koehler, she said, told her 
that Hitler had a complete break- 
down on April 22, He reported 
that Hitler had said: 

“The war is lost. I cannot fight 
longer because my health is gone. 
And I am Germany. Germany is 
I, therefore Germany {fs lost. 

“T do not want to fall into the 
hands of the enemy. Reichsma-- 
shal Goering can negotiate beiter 
than I.” 

According to Koehler’s story as 
retold by Frau Goering, Bormann 
then protested that “under Goer- 
ing no one will fight.” Hitler reé- 
plied: 

“We do not need to fight. The 
reichsmarshal will negotiate.” 
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EMMY GOERING ... SAYS 


She said that Gen. Koehler 
brought to Goering orders from 
Hitler to take over power. But, 
according to Frau Goering, be- 
cause the relationship between 
Hitler and Goering had been de- 
teriorating, Goering called State 
Secretary Hans-Heinrich Lam- 
mers, chancellery legal expert, to 
ask him: “Am I still Hitler’s legal 
successor ?” 

Lammers was sald to have re- 
Plied: “Yes, you can now nego- 
tiate internally and externally.” 

Emmy said that despite Lam-

mer’s assurance, Goering sent a 
wire to Hitler in Berlin asking 
personal confirmation of Goering’s 
new powers. She quoted the wire 
as having stated: 

“If I don’t hear from you by 
midnight I will assume you are 
unable to radio from Berlin and 
will act accordingly.” 

Emmy said Hitler “replied: 

“No, wait. I will tell you the 
moment I want you to take over.” 

But the instructions never came, 
Emmy related.

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flushed face, then claimed Hitler 
ordered execution of herself,- her 
husband and their daughter the 
moment Berlin fell. She ex- 
claimed: 


“He sentenced to death my 
little Edda, his own God-daughter 
whom he loved and spoiled.” 

Emmy said she believed the 
missing Bormann, named as a de- 
fendant at the Nuernberg war 
crimes trial, is still alive but she 
doubted whether he commanded 
sufficient Nazi loyalty to organize 
a German underground, 
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Seated in the simply-furnished 
forest ranger’s cabin where she 
now is staying, the wife of the 
former Luftwaffe boss disclosed 
how she and her husband were 
at constant odds with the Bor- 
manns in petty fights for Hitler's 
favor. 

She said Bormann became in- 
creasingly powerful behind the 
Nazi throne in the last two years 
of the Hitler regime. She said 
angrily: 

“He was a devil with a brutal 
face, He always worked against 
my husband because he wanted 
to be Hitler’s successor—he, a 
secretary! He continually con- 
trived to countermand requests’ 
Hitler granted my husband. Hit- 
ler, in a personal conference with 
my husband, would approve ,s~- 
ders for planes but my busthnd 
would hardly have time to reach 
home before a telephone call 
would rescind Hitler’s approval.” 

She branded Bormann “a tyrant 
even in little things” as she re- 
lated: 

“The guest house at Berchtes- 
gaden was under Bormann’s con- 
trol and he ordered every one of 
our guests to produce Aryan 
papers down to the third genera- 
tion. 

“His tyranny was such that we 
didn't even dare to read Ameri- 
can novels because of Bormann’s 
spies, 

“Finally, I asked Hitler to make 
me a gift of the guest house. Hit- 
ler agreed and the Bormanns left 
within 24 hours.” 

Emmy said she had never met 
Eva Braun, Hitler’s girl friend 
who reportedly committed suicide 
with the fuehrer, and she ex- 
plained Eva timid about at- 
tending Nazi social get-togethers. 
She said Eva feared she would 
be snubbed because she was Hit- 


, ler’s mistress. 


Emmy said once she asked Hit- 
ler to invite all ladies of his 
household to the Goering home for 
tea and Hitler agreed reluctantly.

The bidding: 
South West North East 
2 notrump Pass 4 no trump Pass 
6 notrump Pass Pass Pass 


South had nothing to sparé 
when he opened with two no 
trump, hence it was rebidding the 
same values when he accepted 
North’s slam invitation. The cast 
was that North underbid when he 
raised to only four no trump. 
Thus, with North’s timidity and 
South’s aggressiveness balancing 
off, the final contract was just 
what it should have been. 

West opened the spade king, 
and declarer did do himself 
enough justice to stop and count 
the tricks that were in sight. He 
saw one spade, three hearts, four 
diamonds, and (always optimis- 
tic) saw also that he had a good 
chance for four club tricks. So 
he grabbed the spade king with 
the ace and rattled off the high 
cards. 

The hearts and diamonds were 
all tops, of course, but he was in 
for a severe disappointment when 
he led the three top clubs. Down 
one! 

Considering that the 33 elub 
break needed for the running of 
the entire suit was decidedly 
against probabilities, South had 
no right to count on that break 
so blithely. There wasn’t much 
that he could do about it if the 
clubs didn’t break perfectly—but 
there was something, and a lit- 
tle insurance is better than none! 
There was a chance that the 
same defender who might hold 
long spades also had length in 
clubs—the actual] case—and to 
take advantage of that possibili- 
ty, it was vital to duck the open- 
ing lead. At least it could not 
cost anything! After that duck, 
as it happened, West would have 
fallen into an automatic squeeze 
and been forced to surrender 
either his club stopper or a spade 
to guard South’s third card in 
that suit.
